Planting Hints 
Given Gardners

There is much to be 
gained from properly plant­ 
ing the ground beneath a 
t.rre. But many gardeners 
overlook this fact. Trees 
quite often are let to create
•uch dense shade at their 
bases that nothing really 
grows well. Indeed, nothing 
in even planted.

There is another problem 
in planting under a tree 
that shade has nothing to 
do with. Trees have greedy 
root! systems which deplete 
the soil of nutrients. And 
«ven when the branches are 
pruned to admit light, the 
planting under them is apt 
to suffer from malnutrition.

Both these facts should be 
«onsidered when you try to 
ereate anything of beauty 
at a tree's base, allow for 
them and you can convert 
an often wasted space into 
a featured attraction in your 
garden.

PROBLEM ONE
The first problem, of 

tourse, can he eliminated 
with the proper use of prun­ 
ing hears and §aw. If the 
tree is of great size, how­ 
ever, best let a profession­ 
al handle the job. The 
ground is a long way down 
when you are trying to use 
a saw in the uppermost 
branches of a large tree.

To allow for a tree's vo­ 
racious roots, it is often ad- 
Tisable to raise the soil
•lightly in a bed around the 
nase of the trunk. Under 
oak a, however, be sure you 
leave air space between 
trunk and raised bed so that 
dirt won't encourage crown 
rot.
